Falling down a flight of stairs Mrs. 
Catharine Wetzel, aged 72 years, met 
with a most 
serious and 
possibly a 
fatal accident at her home 
near 
Lit­ 
tlestown Thursday afternoon 
about 3 
o'clock. 
She resides with her only son, A. F. J 
Wetzel, and has been in feeble health 
for some time, being a sufferer 
from 
asthm atic attacks. On Thursday 
she 
attempted to go down stairs from her 
room on the second floor when in some 
manner she lost her balance and fell 
dow*n the steps. 
In falling she received a 
laceration 
of the scalp into the bone about 
nine 
inches in length, cut in a 
criss cross 
manner. It required eleven stitches to 
close the w*ound and control the bleed- 
ing, which was very profuse, as sev­ 
eral of the large arteries of the sc lip 
had been severed. 
Besides these 
serious 
injuries she 
received a fracture of both the 
bones 
of the wrist on the right arm. 
Considering the advanced age of 
Mrs. Wetzel, she showed considerable 
fortitude in withstanding the treat­ 
ment of the painful injuries. 
Dr. C. E. Bortner, who was summon­ 
ed, responded promptly and 
rendered 
the necessary treatm ent.

Urges More than Mere laical Observ­ 
ance of the Day. 


In commenting on the coming anni­ 
versary of Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg ad­ 
dress the Sykesville Herald says in an 
editorial: 
“The Herald has learned with some 
surprise from the Gettysburg Times, 
th a t the memorial erected to commem­ 
orate the address of Lincoln in the Na­ 
tional cemetery has never been 
dedi­ 
cated. It seems odd that this should be 
so, but there may have l**en a purpose 
in what would appear at first thought 
to have been an oversight.

Lincoln delivered his address,

Country Now Operates Under Demo­ 


cratic Trade

Time In Twenty Years. 


Washington. Ort. 4.—President Wil­ 
son signed the tariff bill ut nine o’clock 
last night, and the measure is now iii 
effect. 
Embraced in its legislation, which 
has been pending iii congress since 
\pril 8, is a complete revision and a 
general reduction ol nearly all the im­ 
port duty levied by this government on 
foreign merchandise; a new income 
Lax that will strike every person hav­ 
ing a net income above $3000, and an 
array of Important changes in customs 
laws and internal revenue regulations 
which will keep treasury department 
officials busy for many months in ad­ 
justing 
administrative 
affairs 
and 
which will have an Important hearing 
on all trade developments of the coun­ 
try for the next year or two. 
Invited by the president to witness 
the signing of 
the 
measure 
were 
Chairman Underwood and members of 
the ways and mean* commutes, Chair 
man Simmons and members of the 
finance 
committee, 
Vice 
President 
Marshall. President Pro Tem. Clarke 
and Majority Leader Kern, of the sen 
ate; Speaker Clark, members of the 
cabinet and newspaper 
correspond 
cuts. 
The tariff bill bearing the signatures 
of speaker Clark and Vice President 
Marshall, the first Democratic tariff 
measure since 1894, reached the White 
House in the afternoon, but the presi­ 
dent adhered to his plan not to sign 
the measure until nine o'clock. 
At 
that hour he raised his pen and signed 
his first name. Woodrow. Then he took 
another pen and completed his signa­ 
ture. The first pen was given to Rep­ 
resentative 
Underwood. 
The 
oth»r 
went to Senator Simmons, who led the 
tariff fight in the higher house. 
President Wilson refused repeated 
requests from moving picture concerns 
and photographers to he present when 
the tariff bill was signed. He took the 
position that the signing of a loggia 
five act of no great importance should 
lie a dignified occasion. 
While the law goos into effect a* 
once, collectors of customs will con­ 
tinue to assess the duties of the old 
Payne-Aldrlch act, withholding 
final 
liquidation of each cDtry until the ie 
eeipt of copies of the new law. In this 
way it Is expected there will be no 
delay in passing importations through 
the customs house and the government 
will he guaranteed the proper duties. 
It will probably require ten days for 
the customs service in ail parts of the 
country to adjust itself, even in a gen- 
* rid maimer, to tho new law, but it 
will require months before all the In­ 
tricate problems concerned 'n Us en­ 
forcement are Mettled.
